Dear Mr. Tobias, 

On January 28, 2019, the U.S. Department of the Interior, Office of the Solicitor, received your 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. In your request, you specifically ask for: 

“.. .records that were transmitted to Brian Steed and/or Daniel Jorjani by employees at the Florida- 
based lobbying firm Ballard Partners and that relate to Wisteria Island. Specifically, in an October 
2017 email exchange between Ballard Partners’ Dan McFaul, Daniel Jorjani and Brian Steed, Mr. 
McFaul mentions “a package” of documents his firm was preparing to transmit to Jorjani and Steed 
regarding Wisteria Island...” 

In response to your letter, the Office of the Solicitor searched its records and found 86 pages of 
records responsive to your request. Upon review, all 86 pages have been released to you in full. 
Please find the documents attached. 

This concludes the Office of the Solicitor’s response to your request. The fee incurred in 
responding to your request is less than $50 and is not being charged in accordance with 43 CFR 
2.16(b)(2). 

If you consider this response to be a denial of your request, you may appeal this response to the 
Department’s FOIA Appeals Officer.
